After care- 
ful inquiry and investigation they have re- 
ported that taking a line of fifty cars tho 
average cost of operating per day with horses 
is $S03 75, against a cost when electricity is 
used of 80S.

Charles M. Garman tells the Burling. 


ton Hawkeye about good old Democrat- 
ic timon in Iowa compared with noyr. 
His talk is interesting on two accounts; 
first for its facts based upon personal 
knowledge; secondly, because it shows 
:iow an American farmer, a man who 
follows the plow can discuss public 
questions, Tliere is no other country 
where a farmer would have the ability 
to do it. Mr. Garman said: 


In 1846, as my books show, we got 


only 10, 121 and 15 cents for corn, and 
wheat in proportion. I remember sell- 
ng hogs in Schenck & Denise's pork 
house in thiscity for $1.50 net. Some- 
lines I would have to stay in town 
my a hotel bill, take my turn while the 
iogs were weighed and slaughtered, 
lales were made in this city to-day for 
jS.CO gross. I remember seeing Joab 
3omstock hauling wheat into town with 
n ox-teatn and selling it for 374 cents 
bushel. That was in 1840. That year 
e got 10 cents for corn and 8 cents for 
ats. 
Now, 
that would not have been so 


ad if we could have bought everything 
te wanted as cheap in proportion. 
iut unfortunately for us that was not 


the case. We had to pay $3 a barrel 
for salt, which we can buy now for 
$1.10 to f 1.30. 
A farm wagon cost 


$140. We can now buy a much better 
wagon for |CO. And hardware we can 
buy cheaper. 
A dozen files, for in- 


stance; can now be bought now for the 
price we paid then for one. That was 
not an exceptional case by any means, 
but all along throgh those years prior 
to the adoption of the protective tar- 
iff, in 1861, there was not any great 
opportunity 
for farmers 
to 
make 


money. We had ta pay $50 or $60 
for a good overcoat which now can be 
bought for $15 or $20 and nobody ever 
imagined that a good suit of clothes 
could ever be bought for $10. With 
the developement of our manufactures 
in this country and a diversity of in- 
dustries an immense amount of farm 
products is now raised for which there 
was no market. And the rates of in- 
terest are much lower now than then. 
I remember paying as high as 22 per

$14 each, in American theatres, and bj 
August, 1890, they will have 100,000 slot 
machines in operation in all of the lead- 
ing theatres in the country. In order to 
protect their device they have commenced 
suit against a number of companies, and 
they have secured already eighteen pat- 
ents, covering every possible manner by 
which a glass can be automatically rent- 
ed in a theatre. The glass is as necessary 
as the theatre programme.
